3. Mr. Block commented briefly upon the article containod tr he 
Army-Navy Journal of 6 warch 1918 which described the meeting colie™ 
py Secretary Forrestal to develop a censorship policy for thd Millet ry 
Bstablishment. This meeting was attended by representativas o° the 
press, radio, and other media. . 


. Commander Knoll (Navy) suggested that we should be in « 
position to render a quick and sensible anewer if called upon to 1a 
an emergency prégentation. fe felt that we should have some vositi-e 
recommeridatiqns 8 t how long it would take to get the psyctiologi¢ 1 
warfare organization actually operating and have some concretle viet 
as to numbers of perponnel and amounts of money required, ld agree’ 
with my observation that we should contime the development of ti 
basic skeleton organization before talking about personnel arid moné . 
Mr. Block said in case of an emergency call he now knew what ‘wis cr wer 
would be, namely, to combine the efforts of the SANACC Subcorini ttee 
the group working under NSCMB No, h, and the OIE (Btate) Comittee. 
At this point, Captain Poehlmann broke through with a tirade on 
organizational methodology, while theother Subcomittee menbdrs 
remained absolutely mm ad unimpressed. He endad by sugvesting 
that we carry on in a duplex manner, namely, developing fe drgan'- 
gational outline and following the recommendations of Commander Ki¢ 1.

made by Commander Knoll, In fact, I felt that Contsander Knoli's viow 
points should be mst helpful in prompting us to speed up ou¥ »rocé ses. 
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Commander Knoll agreed and when it looked like we were about tc ge: 
back on the right track, Mr. Block read the memorandum on anmersane . 
measures which bad been developed several months ago. Captain __ 
Poshlmann stated that such meagures lacked "specificity," and stat -d 
that the Committee had a certuin amount of imbecility in not xeapd # 
its information practical and current.
